The idea first was advanced 
about 2 0 y ears ago and was en­ 
dorsed by the New York and 
Vermont Legislatures, he said. 
At that time the IJC said the 
proposal would be of “question­ 
able economic value” until the 
St. Lawrence seaway was under­ 
way . 
Lake Champlain is connected 
with the St. Lawrence by the 
Richeliep river and to the Hud­ 
son by a section of the New' 
York Barge Canal. 
“Now that construction of the 
seaway has begun.” Prouty said 
in a statem ent, “it is highly de­ 
sirable that further investigation 
and study of the Champlain pro­ 
posal be made in order that po­ 
tential traffic, current cost fac­ 
tors and the importance of such 
a project to the national defense 
of Canada and the United States 
can be determined.”

Drilling Starts 
For ^ater Supply 
In Ulster District 


The first actual w’ork toward 
providing 
an 
adequate 
water 
supply in the Ulster Water Dis­ 
trict of the town of Ulster just 
north of Kingston, was begun 
Tuesday morning when Hall and 
Company, Albany, began drilling 
operations. 
The first test is being made 
on the Chambers property near 
the end of Orlando street where 
a well is being drilled in explora­ 
tion for water. A contract to 
'drill was awarded Qic company 
following opening of bids at the 
town board offices on June 6. 
I NIMER THE terms of the 
contract a cased well with a 
guaranteed capacity of 400 gal­ 
lons per minute is being sought. 
Search for an adequate supply 
of water is the first step in the 
project and the drillers hope to 
locate a supply which will pro­ 
vide a flow of about 500 gallons 
per minute. Present drilling is 
being done on what engineers 
feel is the ancient bed of the 
I creek prior to the shifting of 
the creek bed to its present lo­ 
cation. Tests have been made in 
the locality and exploratory in­

Washington, June 15 cf**—R ep.! 
Winston L. Prouty (R.-Vt.) has 
revived the proposal for extend­ 
ing the St. Lawrence seaway to 
the Hidson river by way of Lake 
Champlain. 
Prouty introduced a bill yes­ 
terday asking President Eisen-1 
hower to have the International 
Joint Commission study the fea­ 
sibility for extending the sea­ 
way 
The idea first was advanced * 
about 20 years ago and was e n -1 
dorsed by the New York and 
Vermont Legislatures, he said, j 
At that time the U C said the 
proposal would be of “question-1 
able economic value” until the 
St. Lawrence seaway was under­ 
way. 
Lake Champlain is connected 
with the St. Lawrence by the 
Richeliep river and to the Hud- j 
son by a section of the New 
York Barge Canal. 
“Now that construction of the 
seaway has begun.” Prouty said 
in a statement, “it is highly de- j 
airable that further investigation J 
and study of the Champlain pro- 
ixi sa I lie made in order that po­ 
tential traffic, current cost fac­ 
tors and tile importance of such 
a project to the national defense 
of Canada and the United States 
can be determined."

LAY AWAY PLAN 
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LATEST HOOVER REPORT 
The current crop of reports from the 
revived 
Hoover 
Commission 
has 
not 
aroused the same general admiration that 
greeted the original recommendations sev­ 
eral years ago. But the newest report urg­ 
ing expansion of research and development 
is clearly commendab le. 
The commission b elieves the federal gov­ 
ernment is not spending enough money on 
either civilian x or military research pro­ 
grams. It describ ed as “dangerous and 
false” economy any approach which would 
hold appropriations for these purposes to 
minimum levels. 
Perhaps the commission’s most serious 
charge is that U. S. armed services, lack 
daring and imagination in the development 
of radical new weapons. 
This is not the first time such a charge 
has b een made. The record of World War 
II and after contains many examples of 
superior technical advances b y other na­ 
tions. The United States either matched 
these very late in the game, or is still b e­ 
hind. 
The evidence suggests that some of the 
gains we have managed have come almost 
in spite of the Pentagon, rather than b e­ 
cause of it. 
It is said to b e common knowledge among 
scientists who work with the military that 
only steady prodding b y researchers and 
others outside normal channels produced 
some of our more exciting developments. 
Those in positions of control too often stood 
as a roadb lock to progress. 
Apparently conservative attitudes are 
partly to b lame, b ut so also are hab its of 
complacency in appraising what other 
countries are doing. On the b asis of the 
record, one finds it difficult to understand 
what real ground there can b e for com­ 
placency. 
When all else fails, and we acknowledge 
In certain specific fields that a friendly com­ 
petitor or a potential enemy has either 
equaled or su rpa sse d us, we fall b ack on 
the old American stand-b y—superior pro­ 
duction know-how. 
But we can b e lulled into risky complac­ 
ency b y this as well. 
Recent fresh evaluations of Russia’s ca­ 
pacity to produce an intercontinental b omb ­ 
er and some fighter types illustrate the 
peril. Evidently we have known for some 
time that the Soviet Union had developed 
these craft. But we b lithely assumed it 
could not produce them in any significant 
numb ers for a good while to come. 
Now that we know differently, we are 
hiking our output of B-52 intercontinental 
b omb ers b y 35 per cent. 
Americans are b asically a highly inven­ 
tive people. But if we are to get the maxi­ 
mum peacetime b enefits and maximum 
security from this characteristic, we must 
give free play and ample funds to our b old­ 
est men. That is the meaning of the latest 
Hoover report. 


A fellow in the office says the Russian 
approaches to Tito remind him of his own 
b ehavior when that old so-and-so he had 
told where to head in turned out to b e the 
b oss’s wife. 


VALUE OF REFERENCES 
Ohio newspapers devoted a great deal 
of space to the story of a seventeen-year- 
old girl sought b y police as the suspected 
leader of a gang of b ank rob b ers. 
Among those interviewed was a* family 
which had once employed the girl as a b ab y 
sitter. They describ ed her as unreliab le, 
unsanitary and disorderly in her personal 
hab its and extremely flighty. Yet they 
said they got her a job with an insurance 
company to “get rid of her.” 
Their intentions may have b een good. 
But b y recommending a person they had 
found to b e unworthy they did a great dis­ 
service to her new employer. 
To o often individuals and companies 
ignore responsib ility in the hope that they 
can get rid of an unwanted employe and 
at the same time not have to fire him. All 
this does is make employers skeptical of 
the v alue of good references no matter ho w 


‘These Days’

I*iE SONG GOES ROUND 
We were chewing the rag over a chicken ham ­ 
b urger, the other great mind b eing as receptive 
of an argument, pro or con, as I am. The chicken 
ham b urger is a special dish of W alter Winchell’s 
at the Stork Club , upon which I have improved 
b v making two out of one which crisps up more 
of the surface. This addition to the art of gastio- 
nomics is no reflection on W inchell s taste, 
man having his own, like a girl I know who 
wastes a good steak b y having it reduced to the 
texture of leather b efore she can enjoy it. 
However, this is not where we started at all. 
The sub ject is the argument and the other dis­ 
putant was the delightful Bennett Cerf whose 
conscience must 'prick him over his success as a 
b usiness man, so he has, in his prime—we went 
to college together—b ecome a columnist and tells 
jokes ancient and novel for the delectation of the 
elite. He said: 
“What I ob ject to in you is that no m atter 
where you start, vou come out in the same place.’ 
Modestly, I felt that that could have b een said 
ab out Aristotle, Spinoza, Herb ert Spencer. John 
Stuart Mill, Karl Marx or Joe Blow who having 
attained some years of experience and m aturity, 
reached a conclusion, right or wrong, as to what 
is correct and used that conclusion as a yardstick 
to measure whatever came b efore them. Thomas 
Aquinas, who has guided me into many paths, 
wrote a lib rary of learned volumes to provide just 
such a guide for human thought and conduct. In 
many respects, most mothers use such yardsticks 
of conduct when they instruct their progeny. 
This raises the question perhaps of what 
makes our age so confusing. The Marxists have a 
positive position which is estab lished b y a canon 
which they pursue orthodoxly. They know what 
they are doing even if the rest ol us hold that 
what they are doing is immoral. They progress 
rapidly b ecause they function within the margins 
of guiding ideas. The Roman Catholics, even more 
so, in m atters of faith and morals insist upon the 
application of their canon of moral criteria to 
conduct. Again the position is positive; there can 
b e few uncertainties although therq will b e more 
differences of approach than among the Marxists 
who are more rigid b ecause they are fighting po­ 
litically and imperially and refuse to tolerate dis­ 
sension which they call, deviation. 
Most other groups in our current society take 
a 
colorless, middle-of-the-road position, 
prag­ 
matic, opportunistic, hoping that the b est will 
work out and avoiding to stipulate their own con­ 
ceptions as to what is b est. Their goals are 
b lurred b ecause they fear to focus on goals. Worst 
of all, so large a part of mankind in the W estern 
world fears personal unpopularity, personal un- 
fashionab lcness, that it avoids focussing on goals, 
lest they b e not the wrong ones b ut the unfash­ 
ionab le ones. 
Thus while Communism is unpopular in the 
United States, so is anti-Communism. The theory 
is that it is not necessary to fight Communism 
b ut only to ab hor it. The difficulty with that view 
is that it comes out to the advantage of the Com­ 
munist b ecause he fights with fanatical fervor. 
He fights to a goal and even uses those who ab hor 
him as means to an end. 
Therefore, those who see the peril ahead have 
a guidepost for thought and conduct. And this 
point can b e made that while personal fashion- 
ab lcness may b ring one personal success, the dis­ 
appointments come when the fashions change. In 
this connection, I should like to recommend a 
b ook w ritten b y one who has often spoken un­ 
kindly of such conservatives as myself and who 
himself was once a Communist b ut now, even in 
young years, is only a cynic. The author of this 
b ook is M urray Kempton and his opus is entitled, 
“P art of Our Time: Some Monuments and Ruins 
of the Thirties.” He speaks of certain fashionab le 
tendencies in the 30's which are causing consid­ 
erab le grief in the 50’s to those who know' not 
where they b elong. 
It is preferab le to find an intellectual and 
moral mansion where one can live in contempla­ 
tion of the ways of men. Life was less confusing 
in the 1920’s, and even b etter in the 1910’s, al­ 
though Ib sen and George Bernard Shaw and 
Havelock Ellis were doing their b est to upset the 
world.

THE DOCTOR'S BILL 
“If you are unab le to care properly for the 
enclosed account at this time, we take pleasure 
in extending tq you the privilege of arranging for 
b udget payments in accordance with your circum­ 
stances.” 
The ab ove notice, enclosed with a b ill for 
medical services b y a certain doctor, drew' favor­ 
ab le comment from many quarters. The notice, 
it was learned, was sent out with b ills that were 
at least five months old. If ignored, an effort was 
made to determine the reason. Usually it was 
not necessary, as there was immediate and favor­ 
ab le reply. This is not surprising in view of the 
notice’s friendliness and desire to b e helpful. 
Complaints lodged with various grievance com­ 
mittees indicate that there should b e more of this 
sort of thing b ecause it is found that most diffi­ 
culties arise out of differences over the doctor’s 
b iU. 
Thus we read in the Canadian Doctor that, in 
most cases, misunderstandings over doctors’ b ills 
are not the result of of overcharges b ut at the 
same time they clearly show' that there is some­ 
thing radically wrong with the physician-patient 
financial relationship. It is felt that some of the 
causes for these misunderstandings may b e: 
1. Failure of the doctor to discuss, in advance, 
the cost of his services with the patient. This 
seems to b e the primary cause of misunderstand­ 
ing and b itterness. Then* should b e no hesitancy 
on the part of the doctor to talk frankly to the 
patient or memb ers of his family ab out his 
charges. W ith very few exceptions, he will find 
them grateful. 
2. Failure on the part of the doctor to take 
time to talk to patients who ob ject to his fees. 
The failure raises doub ts and misunderstandings 
in patients w ho are hesitant to inquire of a doc­ 
tor with whom they are pleased how he arrived 
at the figures shown on the statem ent which 
b ears only the explanation, “Balance due for serv­ 
ices rendered.” As a m atter of fact, they should 
not have to request this information; it should 
b e provided as a m atter of routine. In some in­ 
stances, of course, it is customary to make an 
over-all charge for services rendered. But, ordin­ 
arily. there is no reason why the doctor should 
not itemize the b ill. 
3. Failure on the part of the doctor to use 
good judgment in enforcing collection of b ills.

W hat would y ou ex pect the 
wife of an Idaho potato man to 
suggest for an outdoor dinner? 
Potatoes, of course. 
Well, th at’s just what Mrs. 
L. E. Stephens of Blackfoot, 
Idaho, does. She gives us her 
potato with cheese cooked in 
toil, and also a delectable fresh 
fruit compote recipe. 
Cheese Baked Po tato e» 
(Yield: 6 serv ing s) 
Six large (3 pounds) baking 
potatoes, 6 to 8 ounces sharp 
Cheddar cheese, 6 pats butter or 
margarine, x*-inch thick; 1 tea­ 
spoon salt, ’s teaspoon ground 
black pepper. 
Parp potatoes. Cut 3 cross­ 
wise wedges 
^4-inch thick in 
each potato, having the wedge 
cut almost to the bottom ^oi 
potato. 
Place 
on 
squares 
of 
aluminum foil. Cut cheese into 
18 » « -inch slices, as long as the 
potato is wide. Insert a slice in 
each wedge. Top with a pat of 
butter or margarine. Sprinkle 
with

Tusk­ 
ers were killed for their ivory . 
Today the spread of civiliza­ 
tion is raising a new threat. 
Peasants have taken to shooting 
the animals in an effort to pro- 
i tect 
rice 
and' 
other 
crops. 
Nicholas believes peasants should 
be taught how to frighten off 
the animals without a gun.

“If you are totally disabled 
and have worked in employment 
* or self-employment covered by 
Social Security, you should file 
a ‘disability freeze’ application to 
protect your benefit rights”, Jo­ 
seph B. O’Connor, Regional Di­ 
rector of the 
Department of 
Health, Education and Welfare, 
I said today. 
“It is especially im portant”, he 
added, “for disabled persons who 
are already receiving Social Se­ 
curity benefit, and whose dis­ 
ability began before age 65, to 
apply immediately for this ‘dis­ 
ability freeze’.” 
Under the ris- 
ability provisions of the recent 
amendments to the Social Secur- 
I ity Act, these individuals would 
■ have their benefits refigured to 
determine whether their benefit 
amounts could be increased. 
MR. 
O ’ C O N N O R 
further 
stated that totally disabled per­ 
sons who will be 65 before July 
i 19 55, would lie wise to file their 
“freeze” applications as soon as 
I possible. 
“Actually,” 
he 
said, 
' “all disabled persons, no m atter 
what their age, have no “dis­ 
ability freeze’ protection until 
they file their applications—so 
the sooner they file the better. 
Mr. O’Connor emphasized that 
the “disability freeze” provided 
no cash disability payments. He 
compared it to a waiver of pre­ 
mium offered to.individuals who 
purchase ordinary 
life 
insur­ 
ance. A waiver of premium is 
used to m aintain the protec­ 
tion of the insurance policy dur­ 
ing the policy holder's disability. 
Similarly the “disability freeze." 
he said, “protects an individ­ 
ual’s 
social 
security 
benefits 
during his period of disability.” 
NOT ALL DISABLED individ­ 
uals qualify for the “freeze”, 
Mr. O’Connor ex plained. They 
must be totally disabled by an 
im pairm ent which is ex pected 
to continue indefinitely, which 
is medically determinable, and 
which has lasted for at least 
six 
months. 
They 
must 
also 
have worked under Social Se­ 
curity for five years during the 
ten years before the disability 
i 
began. One and one-half years 
of the five years must have been 
during th° three years before 
the disability began. 
“If you qualify for a “disabil­ 
ity freeze,” Mr. O’Connor said, 
“it is im portant to you and 
your family th at you visit or 
phone your local district office 
without further delay."

The way President Roosevelt was hypnotized by Stalin will 
remain one of the great mysteries of history. Its result is the 
tragedy of our times. 
It was no passing infatuation. It lasted from his recognition 
of the Bolsheviks in 1933 down to Yalta in 1945—twelve years. 
The recognition of Bolshvism was a green 
light to all the fuzzy “intellectuals” and 
home-grown Russia-firstera to penetrate hun­ 
dreds of offices in Washington and throughout 
the Federal Government. 
Even before his first inauguration, the A. 
F. of L. leaders knew recognition was in the 
wind. They tried to head it off by asking for­ 
mer Secretary of State under Wilson, Bain­ 
bridge Colby, to republish his famous note of 
1929, which had been followed by three Re­ 
publican Presidents. 
Colby did so on March I, 1933. three days 
b e fo re Roosevelt’s inauguration. The corres­ 
pondence between Colby and Mattthew Woll, vice-president of 
the A. F. of L., should be published now.

of the things Colby said in 1920 was that 
the United 
I States would not 
re co g n ize a regime of terror which had boasted 
that they “sign agreements without th** slightest interffion to 
observe them.” 
Bear in mind that on Jan. IO, 1933, Dictator Stalin told the 
Associated Press in Moscow* that “proletarian revolutions are 
mobilizing revolutionary forces of all countries against capital­ 
ism.” Yet with this recent statement as a red flag of warning, 
Roosevelt proceeded in his cocksure, know-it-all way to give the 
recognition which had been denied the Bolsheviks by four Presi­ 
dents during sixteen years.
